Leading parliamentari­ 
ans said they did not think the 
oppositions would press for a v ote 
unless a major Conserv ativ e re­ 
bellion arises against Chamber- 
lain. 
Four London newspapers called 
for a change in the gov ernment. 
They were the Laborite Daily Her­ 
ald, the Dally Mail, the Daily Mir­ 
ror and the News Chronicle.

W H A T IS the ca use o f “tra f­ 
fic nerves” ? 
Inv estigations by a psy chologist, 
Dr. George H. Mount, hav e giv en 
quite a definite answer to this ques­ 
tion. Doctor Mount constructed an 
apparatus which would make a con 
tinuous record of the pulse rate, the 
blood pressure and the muscular 
tone of automobile driv ers. It was 
almost possible in reading these rec­ 
ords to locate the bumps, the bad 
pav ing, the narrow bridges and the 
sharp curv es that had been fol­ 
lowed. 
Doctor Mount found there were 
two ty pes of strain—one, the steady 
strain caused by mental irritants, 
and, two, sudden shocks which put 
the driv er's pulse way up. When a

passing car cut in ahead of the test 
car, the driv er’s pulse jumped to 
115. The steady strain was due to 
noises, loose window’s, improper 
v entilation, poor sitting posture. 
Two sets of driv ers were tested. 
One group was instructed to go 
through a city and “ not spare the 
horses” —try to get ahead of other 
cars, cut the traffic signals. The 
other group was told to obey all 
traffic laws, consider the other cars 
and not make any deliberate effort 
to cov er ground speedily . 
The 
speedy group made a run on an 
av erage of 2 8 minutes while the 
law-abiding group av eraged 32 min­ 
utes. This microscopic sav ing of 
four minutes was accomplished at 
the risk of nerv ous upset because 
the speeders had a pulse rate of 112 
after the run, while the law-abiders 
had a pulse rate of 8 0. 
The nerv ous irritation due to 
steady strain can be cut down at 
v ery small cost. A wrench and a 
roll of friction tape will do wonders 
towards making any car quieter. 
Ventilation in modern cars is 
taken care of by air conditioning. 
In older cars the right way to v en­ 
tilate in a sedan, for instance, is to 
open the rear small quarter win­ 
dows about three-eighths of an 
inch, open the right door window 
not less than half or more than an 
inch. This way will insure com­ 
plete change of air in the car ev ery 
few minutes and there will be no 
draft. 
In heav y downtown traffic the 


driv er’s pulse reaches, on the av er­ 
age, 110. If he allows himself to 
try to get into competition with 
more rapid cars, he suffers nerv e 
shock after nerv e shock. 
The 
speeder who is determined to get 
ahead sav es v ery little time and 
does so at the regular damage to 
his nerv es and patience and endur­ 
ance.

The Use of Iodine 


In Treating Goiter 


H o w lo ng sho uld io d ine b e 
used in the trea tm ent o f g o iter? 
It takes v ery little iodine to pre­ 
v ent simple goiter. People who use 
iodized salt continuously are mak­ 
ing a mistake. Iodine need be giv en 
only for a short time during the 
spring and fall in order to reduce 
the simple goiters which occur in 
goitrous localities. 
Iodine is a two-edged sword in 
the treatment of goiter. It should 
be used v ery carefully , and wc hav e 
a number of records of ex tremely 
sev ere reactions. These consist of 
fev er, eruptions on the skin, a con­ 
dition of runny nose and ev en jaun­ 
dice. When any of these sy mptoms 
occur in a goiter v ictim who has 
been taking iodine, the iodine should 
be stopped. 
This is not to say that iodine is 
not a useful remedy in goiter. It is. 
But it is no remedy for amateurs to 
ex periment with. It should be giv en 
under the superv ision of a phy si­ 
cian who sees the patient at least 
once or twice a week and is able to 
regulate the dosage. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. R.: “ What is it that causes a 
person's face to burn and get all 
flushed, especially in the winter, 
and sometimes bring a headache? 
What could be done to prev ent this 
burning?” 
Answer—This may be due to the 
menopause or to activ ity of the thy ­ 
roid gland, or simply to sudden 
changes in temperature. In the case 
of menopause, ov arian ex tract is 
v aluable.

HE Nazis understand loyalty to Ger­ 
many, but don’t understand the loyal­ 
ty of other nationalities to their own race 
and government. 
Nazi conquests certain­ 
ly seem to be based on the assumption 
that alien nations can be assimilated to 
the German system and way of life. 
If 
this cannot be accomplished, every new 
conquest, whether of Czechs or Poles or 
Danes or Norwegians or others, will be a 
permanent pain in the German neck. 
And this very trouble is evidently piling 
lip on Hitler and his annexation crew 
right now. 
The Nazi leaders evidently expected 
an easy triumph with the Norwegians. 
But that gentle and enlightened nation, 
since the first shock, has stiffened great­ 
ly. William L. White writes that although 
the tiny and poorly trained Norwegian 
army can offer little resistance except 
guerrilla warfare, it will command the 
loyalty of every peasant inside and out­ 
side the German lines as long as there is 
an invader on Norwegian soil. 
German 
authority over the country, he says, “will 
not extend beyond rifle range of the last 
German outpost,” and the invaders will 
find their supply problem steadily in­ 
creasing. 
Thus in trying to conquer Europe, the 
Nazi war machine more and more runs 
up against the basic facts of human 
nature that are more important than arms 
and military strategy.

RUSSIA REFUSES 
One of the big questions which Musso­ 
lini and Hitler discussed at their famous 
meeting at the Brenner Pass was a new 
deal by which the Soviet was to enter the 
Axis. 
Hitherto, Communist Russia and Cath­ 
olic Italy had wasted no love. 
However, 
Nazi Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop re­ 
ported to Mussolini on his trip to Rome 
that he would have no trouble bringing 
Russia into the fold.

Ribbentrop intimated, was more or less 
to snap his fingers and Stalin would obey. 
Since that time, Ribbentrop may have 
snapped his fingers, but he has had no 
luck with Stalin.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Recording Effects of ‘T raffic Nerves’ 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
WHAT IS the cause of “traf­ 
fic nerves**? 
Investigations by a psychologist, 
Dr. George H. Mount, have given 
quite a definite answer to this ques­ 
tion. Doctor Mount constructed an 
apparatus which would make a con­ 
tinuous record of the pulse rate, the 
blood pressure and the muscular 
tone of automobile drivers. It was 
almost possible in reading these rec­ 
ords to locate the bumps, the bad 
paving, the narrow bridges and the 
sharp curves that had been fol­ 
lowed. 
Doctor Mount found there were 
two types of strain—one, the steady 
strain caused by mental irritants, 
and, two, sudden shocks which put 
the driver’s pulse way up. When a

passing car cut in ahead of the test 
car, the driver’s pulse jumped to 
115. The steady strain was due to 
noises, loose windows, improper 
ventilation, poor sitting posture. 
Two sets of drivers were tested. 
One group was instructed to go 
through a city and “not spare the 
horses”—try to get ahead of other 
cars, cut the traffic signals. The 
other group was told to obey all 
traffic laws, consider the other cars 
and not make any deliberate effort 
to cover ground speedily. 
The 
speedy group made a run on an 
average of 28 minutes while the 
law-abiding group averaged 32 min­ 
utes. This microscopic saving of 
four minutes was accomplished at 
the risk of nervous upset because 
the speeders had a pulse rate of 112 
after the run, while the law-abiders 
had a pulse rate of 80. 
The nervous irritation due to 
steady strain can he cut down at 
very small cost. A wrench and a 
roll of friction tape will do wonders 
towards making any car quieter. 
Ventilation in modern cars is 
taken care of by air conditioning. 
In older cars the right way to ven­ 
tilate in a sedan, for instance, is to 
open the rear small quarter win­ 
dows about three-eighths of an 
inch, open the right door window 
not less than half or more than an 
inch. This way will insure com­ 
plete change of air in the car every 
few minutes and there will be no 
draft. 
In heavy downtown traffic the 


driver’s pulse reaches, on the aver­ 
age, 110. If he allows himself to 
try to get into competition with 
more rapid cars, he suffers nerve 
shock after nerve shock. 
The 
speeder who is determined to get 
ahead saves very little time and 
does so at the regular damage to 
his nerves and patience and endur­ 
ance.

The Use of Iodine 


In Treating Goiter 
How long should iodine he 
used in the treatment of goiterI 
It takes very little iodine to pre­ 
vent simple goiter. People who use 
iodized salt continuously are mak­ 
ing a mistake. Iodine need be given 
only for a short time during the 
spring and fall in order to reduce 
the simple goiters which occur in 
goitrous localities. 
Iodine is a two-edged sword in 
the treatment of goiter. It should 
be used very carefully, and we have 
a number of records of extremely 
severe reactions. These consist of 
fever, eruptions on the skin, a con­ 
dition of runny nose and even jaun­ 
dice. When any of these symptoms 
occur in a goiter victim who has 
been taking iodine, the iodine should 
be stopped. 
This is not to say that iodine is 
not a useful remedy in goiter. It is. 
But it is no remedy for amateurs to 
experiment with. It should be given 
under the supervision of a physi­ 
cian who sees the patient at least 
once or twice a week and is able to 
regulate the dosage. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. R.: “What is it that causes a 
person’s face to burn and get all 
flushed, especially in the winter, 
and sometimes bring a headache? 
What could be done to prevent this 
burning?” 
Answer—This may be due to the 
menopause or to activity of the thy­ 
roid gland, or simply to sudden 
changes in temperature. In the case 
of menopause, ovarian extract is 
valuable.
